WITH FRENCH ARMY.—The 
entire uspect of Montdidier-Oise 
battle has been changed by 
French counter attacks w “hich 
were launched against the enemy 
with such dash and vigor 
that the enemy were taken by 
surprise. At certain moments 
the Germans Jost their heads and 
galloped their horses forward to 
save their artillery in the belief 
that the tide of battle had turned 
against them. Tanks supported 
the French infantry in their ad- 
vance oyer seven miles. Parts of 
the field were found covered with 
German dead. 


PARIS. — Civilian evacuation 
of Compeigne has been com- 
pleted. Thousands of refugees 
are arriving here on special 
trains. 


PARIS. —The French ilast night- 
struck a heavy blow against the 
German forces which nave been 
advancing on the eastern wing, 
and huried them back across the 
Matz river.

$417. Indaly each Stamp will pe $4.18, and so on, one cent 
more eaeh month in 1918. On Januagy 1, 1923, the Government of 
the United States will redeem all War Savings Stamps at $5.00 
each, no matter during which month in 1918 they were bought. 
They cost jess during the early months in 1918 than during the 
iater months because the person who bwys earlier has loaned his 
or to the Government fer a longer time than if he should buy 

ter.
